It 
was headed for Burton wood, Eng­ 
land. 
One survivor, an airman, said 
the plane hit “an air pocket,’’ a 
down curent which frequently oc­ 
curs in thunderstorms and causes 
planes to drop suddenly. The Air 
Force declined comment on his e- 
port. 
Plunges Into Swamp 
The four-engine craft plunged In­ 
to the swamp at the southwest 
corner of this infantry 
training 
center, cutting a 300-yard 
long 
swath trough the pine trees. The 
spot is about three miles from the 
McGuire runway. 
Wreckage was scattered for half 
a mile. 
The wings and three engines 
broke off as the plane tore through 
the trees Col. John Williams, com­ 
mander of the 1611th Air Transport 
Group, said the gas tanks in the 
wings thus were separated from 
the fuselage, prevnting any fire. 
A special Air Force board start­ 
ed an investigation into the cause 
of the crash. 
Only a few minutes before the 
takeoff a thunderstorm bad rum­ 
bled across the area 
rain, hail and lightning. 
Rain Not H eavy 
However, Air Force public in­ 
formation officers said the rain­ 
fall was not heavy at the time 4he 
plane aws given clearance. They 
said oqe-mile visability and a 2.000 
foot ceiling - 500 feet in spots pre­ 
vailed. 
Col. Williams said that at the 
time of the crash the plane nor­ 
mally would have been 500 to 700 
feet high and traveling about 175 
miles an hour.

“ Business activity is continuing 
at a record height on a plateau 
that is now of about a year’s dura­ 
tion.” This is quoted from the Ju ­ 
ly issue of “ The Farm Outlook” 
and is of importance to farm ers. 
While the 
situation 
m eant that 
farm ers pay more for things that 
they buy, it also meant that farm 
prices are being bolstered tremend 
ously because of lots of money in 
consumer’s pockets. 
“ Most of the other business In­ 
dicators are also at or near all 
time highs.” 
“ Weekly earnings at $78.39 have 
been exceeded in only 3 months 
and are 5 per cnt above a year 
earlier. 
Personal income at 317 
billion dollars is at a new record 
and 7 per cent above April of 1955. 
Automobile production is down 25 
or 30 per cent from the record out­ 
put of April 1955, but is above the 
annual rate for any year except 
1955. 
This reduction m ay be only 
tem porary and to reduce burden­ 
some stocks on the floors of deal­ 
ers.” 
“ Building is down by less than 
1 per cent, but is only 2 per cent 
below the record high. 
Farm in­ 
come continues down and is 4 or 
5 per cent below a year ago. 
No 
indications of significant declines 
in business are now apparent.” 
“ The preceding does not take in­ 
to consideration any changes 
in 
stated government policy.

policy could change and, judging 
from the preceding two or three 
years, any changes appear more 
likely to be such as would sustain 
or expand business activity than 
to reduce it.

Getting Both Hay and 
Seed From Lspedeia 


What are the prospects of get­ 
ting a seed crop from lespedeza 
after one crop has been cut from 
hay? 
That question by Lester H. 
Bishop yesterday is one on which 
there is no agreement among far­ 
m ers as to ghe answer. 
It has been general experience 
that if the hay crop is cut at the 
right stage and there is am ple 
moisture through the rem ainder 
of the season after the hay has 
been removed that a good seed 
crop is possible. In fact in some 
instances lespedeza will produce 
more seed under such conditions 
than if the first crop had not been 
cut for hay but left for seed. 
On 
the other hand, many can testify 
that with less than normal rain­ 
fall following the rem oval of the 
hay crop, the seed production by 
the second growth m ay be extrem e­ 
ly light. 
The prospects for seed from the 
second growth will depend great­ 
ly on whether or not the hay crop 
was cut at the proper stage. 
The 
right time to cut lespedeza for hay 
is when it has reached the stage 
when bottom leaves near the base 
of the stem s begin to turn yellow 
and are beginning to drop off. De­ 
lay in cutting past that stage us­ 
ually m eans some increase in the 
height of growth. 
However this 
height comes about solely from 
an increased length of bare stem s 
near the base of the plants. 
This 
extra bare stem length adds very 
little to the feeding value of the 
hay and very little to the tonnage 
to be harvested. 
I haven’t had the opportunity to 
examine lespedeza crops in recent 
days but my guess is that most 
crops will reach the proper hay 
harvest stage by the last of this 
week. 
However, the sure way to 
tell is to examine the plants. 
Red Spider Reported 


H. M. Dunn, Associate County 
Agent, tells me of finding red spi­ 
der infestations this week in two 
cotton fields in the Dorena area. 
The red spider mites 
are quite 
sm all and are to be found on th 
under sides of the leaves. 
They 
can be seen by the naked eye in 
reasonably good light. 
Usually a 
little fine spider-like 
webbing is 
to be noted on the under sides o f 
the leaves. 
The first symptoms 
of spider 
dam age is usualjy a reddening of 
the leaves. 
As the dam age be­ 
comes more 
severe 
the 
leaves 
curl and die. 
Fortunately from a control stand 
point the infestations usually start 
in sm all spots in the m argins of 
the fields where 
spot treatment 
can get them under control with­ 
out treating large areas. The best 
spray m aterial is aram ite used at 
the rate of 1 pound per acre. Spot 
treatments m ay 
be 
m ade 
with 
shoulder 
sprays, 
always 
being 
careful to spray beyond the area 
of apparent dam age. 
It is also 
important that the spray hits the 
under sides of the leaves. 
If it is 
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desired to use a dust, apply a 5 
per cent spray of aramite dust at 
the rate of 20 pounds per acre.

SO IL TREATM ENTS FOR 
CROPS FOLLOW ING 
SM ALL G RAIN S 


Rye, barley, wheat and 
oats 
have been or soon will be h ar­ 
vested. In m any cases, the land 
will be used for another crop. 
The crop m ay be sudan, sorgo, 
soybeans, corn or something else. 
In some cases, the land may be 
prepared for a late summer seed­ 
ing of a pasture m ixture of grass­ 
es and legumes or a seeding of 
alfalfa. 
The 
soil 
treatments 
which 
should be made will vary accord­ 
ing to the plant food nutrients now 
in the soil as well as the crop to 
be grown. The nutrients now in 
the soil can best be measured by 
a soil test. 
Fertilization is often overlook­ 
ed on sudan grass, a coarse, fast- 
growing crop. But along with its 
big yield is a big capacity to re­ 
spond to soil treatments. It needs 
liberal amounts of nitrogen and 
enough phosphate and potash to 
let the nitrogen work. Remember 
that sudan grrss is 
a 
sum m er 
growing crop so plow under the 
fertilizer. 
The fertilizat:on of sorgo 
or 
grain sorghums is similar to corn. 
These crops do better on poor land 
without fertilizer than corn will 
on the same land. On the other 
hand, they will respond to fertili­ 
zer treatment. Less nitrogen 
is 
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sometimes used in an attem pt to 
cut down lodging. However, too 
little nitrogen cuts down yield. 
Lodging m ay be caused by plant­ 
ing too thick or by too little phos­ 
phate and potash for a proper fer­ 
tility balance, rather than ju st an 
excess of nitrogen. 
Soybeans are quite erratic in 
their response to fertilizer. If the 
land needs lime, apply it ahead of 
soybeans. Also correct any m ajor 
deficiency of phosphate or potash. 
The soybean has a lim ited root 
surface so fertilizer 
treatments 
must be heavy in order for 
the 
roots to pick up enough of tJie 
plant food to do much good. If 
rock phosphate is to be used on 
the land, ahead of soybeans is a 
good time to put it on. 
The need for piow-down fertili­ 
zer applications for corn is just 
as great following sm all gram s as 
for normal, earlier planting. Late 
planted corn has less need for, 
starter fertilizer than early plant­ 
ed corn. 
Seeding alfalfa in the 
latter 
part of August fits very well after 
barley, wheat, rye, or oats har­ 
vested in June or July. 
The ground should be plow'ed as 
quickly after harvest of the small 
grains as it is possible. Apply the 
lime, phosphate, and potash need 
ed before plowing. After plowing, 
disk every week or two to kill the 
weed seeds which sprout and to 
make a good firm seedbed for the 
alfalfa. 
Likewise a late summer pasture 
seeding may follow sm all grains. 
The soil treatments required are 
very sim ilar as for alfalfa. 


BUILDING HINTS FOR 
TERM ITE CONTROL 


This year the 
National 
Pest 
Control 
Association 
estim ates 
that the dam age from term ites 
will exceed 100 million dollars, 
with the heaviest portion of . the 
dam age being on farm s. This da­ 
mage will be caused prim arily by 
the subterranean termite, an in­ 
sect which is seldom seen. 
One practical way to reduce or 
eliminate termite 
infestation in 
wooded structures is to use prop­ 
er methods of construction and 
repair. The best time to provide 
protection against tarmites is dur­ 
ing the planning and construction 
of a building. 
All tree roots, stumps, or oth­ 
er wood debris should be remov­ 
ed from the building site before 
construction work is started. 
If 
termites are found in such debris 
or in the soil, it is advisable to 
destroy them by the use of chem­ 
icals, especially if the soil is not 
to be excavated. 
Form boards and all scraps of 
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lum ber should be removed 
be­ 
fore filling or backfilling 
after 
the foundation is completed. 
It’s 
particularly important to 
avoid 
burying wood beneath 
porches, 
tarraces, 
and steps. 
Scraps 
of 
lumber should not be allowed to 
remain on the surface of the soil 
beneath buildings that have no 
basements. 
If no wood is left in or on the 
soil, the danger of termite dam ­ 
age is practically eliminated. 
With the return of pole type 
construction, 
wood is 
actually 
placed in the soil. Wood which is 
to be used in contact wdth the soil 
should be thoroughly im pregnat­ 
ed by a standard pressure process 
with creosote solution. 
Brush, dip or spray treatments 
usually give only slight penetra­ 
tion, adding no more than 2 to 5 
years to the life of seasoned wood 
and ai’e a little or no value where 
green m aterial is used. 
When masonry units, such as 
concrete blocks, are used for the 
foundation walls or piers, they 
should preferably be capped with 
a minimum of 4 inches of rein­ 
forced poured concrete. 
Precast 
solid-concrete blocks may also be 
used for capping if all the joints 
are completely filled with cement 
m ortar and are carefully con­ 
structed. 
Metal termite shields should be 
considered only as a supplement 
to good construction, not as a 
substitute for it. 
The important point to remem­ 
ber when dealing with term ites 
is that they cannot live in the 
wood without means of contact to 
the soil. If you eliminate 
this 
means of contact by proper design 
and construction, you should nev­ 
er have to worry about termites.

The four-engine craft plunged in­ 
to the swamp at the southwest

Wreckage was scattered for half 
a mile.

broke off as the plane tore through 
the trees Col. John Williams, com­ 
mander of the 1611th Air Transport 
Group, said the gas tanks in the 
wings thus were separated from 
the fuselage, prevnting any fire.

“ Business activity is continuing 
at a record height on a plateau 
that is now of about a y ear’s dura­ 
tion.” This is quoted from the Ju ­ 
ly issue of “ The F arm Outlook” 
and is of im portance to farm ers. 
While the 
situation 
m eant that 
farm ers pay m ore for things that 
they buy, it also m eant that farm 
prices are being bolstered trem end 
ously because of lots of money in 
consumer’s pockets. 
“Most of the other business In­ 
dicators are also at or near all 
time highs.” 
“ Weekly earnings at $78.39 have 
been exceeded in only 3 months 
and are 5 per cnt above a year 
earlier. 
Personal incom e at 317 
billion dollars is at a new record 
and 7 per cent above April of 1955. 
Automobile production is down 25 
or 30 per cent from the record out­ 
put of April 1955, but is above the 
annual rate for any year except 
1955. 
This reduction m ay be only 
tem porary and to reduce burden­ 
some stocks on the floors of deal­ 
ers.” 
“ Building is down by less than 
1 per cent, but is only 2 per cent 
below the record high. 
Farm in­ 
come continues down and is 4 or 
5 per cent below a year ago. 
No 
indications of significant declines 
in business are now apparent.” 
“The preceding does not take in­

Getting Both Hay and 
Seed From Lspedeza 
W hat are the prospects of get­ 
ting a seed crop from lespedeza 
after one crop has been cut from 
hay? 
That question by L ester H. 
Bishop yesterday is one on which 
there is no agreem ent am ong far­ 
m ers as to ghe answer. 
It has been general experience 
that if the hay crop is cut a t the 
right stage and there is 
am ple 
m oisture through the rem ainder 
of the season after the hay has 
been removed th at a good seed 
crop is possible. In fact in some 
instances lespedeza will produce 
m ore seed under such conditions 
than if the first crop had not been 
cut for hay but left for seed. 
On 
the other hand, m any can testify 
that with less than norm al rain­ 
fall following the rem oval of the 
hay crop, the seed production by 
the second growth m ay be extrem e­ 
ly light. 
The prospects for seed from the 
second growth will depend great­ 
ly on whether or not the hay crop 
was cut at the proper stage. 
The 
right tim e to cut lespedeza for hay 
is when it has reached the stage 
when bottom leaves near the base 
of the stem s begin to turn yellow 
and are beginning to drop off. De­ 
lay in cutting p ast that stage us­ 
ually m eans some increase in the 
height of growth. 
However this 
height comes about 
solely 
from 
an increased length of bare stems 
near the base of the plants. 
This 
extra bare stem length adds very 
little to the feeding value of the 
hay and very little to the tonnage 
to be harvested. 
I haven't had the opportunity to 
'xam ine lespedeza crops in recent 
days but my guess is that most 
crops will reach the proper hay 
harvest stage by the last of this 
week. 
However, the sure way to 
tell is to exam ine the plants. 
R ed Spider R eported 
H. M. Dunn, Associate County 
Agent, tells m e of finding red spi­ 
der infestations this week in two 
cotton fields in the Dorena area. 
The red spider m ites 
are quite 
sm all and are to be found on th 
under sides of the leaves. 
They 
can be seen by the naked eye in 
reasonably good light. 
Usually a 
little fine spider-like 
webbing is 
to be noted on the under sides o f 
the leaves. 
The first sym ptom s 
of spider 
dam age is usually a reddening of 
the leaves. 
As the dam age be­ 
comes more 
severe 
the 
leaves 
curl and die. 
Fortunately from a control stand 
point the infestations usually start 
in sm all spots in the m argins of 
the fields w here 
spot treatm ent 
can get them under control with­ 
out treating large areas. The best 
spray m aterial is aram ite used at 
the rate of 1 pound per acre. Spot 
treatm ents m ay 
be 
m ade 
with 
shoulder 
sprays, 
always 
being 
careful to spray beyond the area 
of apparent dam age.

im portant th at the spray hits the 
under sides of the leaves.

Volume Low 
Spot cotton m arke^ activity was 
slow in the South Central 
Area 
this week, according to the De­ 
partm ent 
of 
Agriculture. 
Spot 
prices declined on the 
Memphis 
m arket. 
Offerings were sm all in 
volume and demand w'as limited. 
Domestic mill purchases increas­ 
ed for new crop cotton. 
Export 
inquiries were less numerous. Cot 
ton crop progrss was good. 
Middling 1-1-16-’ cotton was quot 
ed on the Memphis m arket at 37. 
50 cents per pound on Thursday, 
July 12. 
This com pares with 38.00 
cents 
week ago and 38.25 cents 
a year earlier. 
The Little Rock 
and Greenwood price for Middling 
1-1-16'’ was 38.00 cents 
and 
the 
New Orleans price 36.70 cents. 
Trading on spot cotton m arkets 
was slow again this week. 
De­ 
mand was confined mostly to 
a 


few even running lots of medium 
staple Strict Low Middling 
Plus 
and above grades. 
Offerings were 
small in volum e and generally at 
prices shippers w ere reluctant to 
pay. 
Interest in loan equities de­ 
clined. 
T rade 
interest centered 
largely on cotton 
obtained from 
CCC under the Export Program . 
Reported sales on the Memphis, 
Little Rock, 
New 
Orleans 
and, 
Greenwood m arkets totaled 13,500 
bales. This com pares with 283,200 
bales last week and 16,700 in the 
corresponding week a year 
ago. 
Domestic m ill inquiries increas­ 
ed and mill purchases for deferred 
delivery w ere m oderate in volume. 
Some mills bought cotton for de­ 
livery throughout next year. Mill 
interest in cotton for prompt ship­ 
m ent was slow and purchases were 
confined to a few sm all lots. 
E x­ 
port inquiries decreased and pri­ 
ces bid by som e foreign spinners 
declined from last ■week.

Getting Both Hay and 
Seed From Lspedeza 
What are the prospects of get­ 
ting a seed crop from lespedeza 
after one crop has been cut from 
hay? 
That question by Lester H. 
Bishop yesterday is one on which 
there is no agreement among far­ 
mers as to ghe answer. 
It has been general experience 
that if the hay crop is cut at the 
right stage and there is ample 
moisture through the rem ainder 
of the season after the hay has 
been removed that a good seed 
crop is possible. In fact in some 
instances lespcdeza will produce 
more seed under such conditions 
than if the first crop had not been 
cut for hay but left for seed. 
On 
the other hand, many can testify 
that with less than normal rain­ 
fall following the removal of the 
hay crop, the seed production by 
the second growth may be extrem e­ 
ly light. 
The prospects for seed from the 
second growth will depend great­ 
ly on whether or not the hay crop 
was cut at the proper stage. 
The 
right time to cut lespedeza for hay 
is when it has reached the stage 
when bottom leaves near the base 
of the stems begin to turn yellow 
and are beginning to drop off. De­ 
lay in cutting past that stage us­ 
ually means some increase in the 
height of growth. 
However this 
height comes about solely 
from 
an increased length of bare stem s 
near the base of the plants. 
This 
extra bare stem length adds very 
little to the feeding value of the 
hay and very little to the tonnage 
to be harvested. 
I haven’t had the opportunity to 
•xamine lespedeza crops in recent 
days but my guess is that most 
crops will reach the proper hay 
harvest stage by the last of this 
week. 
However, the sure way to 
tell is to examine the plants. 
Red Spider Reported 
H. M. Dunn, Associate County 
Agent, tells me of finding red spi­ 
der infestations this week in two 
cotton fields in the Dorena area. 
The red spider mites are quite 
small and are to be found on th 
under sides of the leaves. 
They 
can be seen by the naked eye in 
reasonably good light. 
Usually a 
little fine spider-like webbing is 
to be noted on the under sides o f 
the leaves. 
The first symptoms of spider 
dam age is usually a reddening of 
the leaves. 
As the damage be­ 
comes more 
severe 
the 
leaves 
curl and die. 
Fortunately from a control stand 
point the infestations usually start 
in small spots in the margins cf 
the fields where spot treatm ent 
can get them under control with­ 
out treating large areas. The best 
spray m aterial is aramite used at 
the rate of I pound per acre. Spot 
treatm ents may be 
made 
with 
shoulder 
sprays, 
always 
being 
careful to spray beyond the area 
of apparent damage. 
It is also 
im portant that the spray hits the 
under sides of the leaves. 
If it is 
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desired to use a dust, apply a 5 
per cent spray of aram ite dust at 
the rate of 20 pounds per acre.
